“ holding lagoons” which do not hav e a dis­ 
charge into streams are not req u ired to obtain 
permits from the state Sanitary Water Board. 
The danger of new leak s at the same site is 
also reported — the slu dge is within an inch of 
the top of the dik e and a heav y rain cou ld 
cau se an ov erflow. 
Pennsy lv ania and other states hav e to tak e a 
new look at their regu latory powers and the 
enforcement effectiv eness as a resu lt of “The 
Blob” which—if corrections are made—cou ld 
hav e some beneficial resu lts. 


People In Glass Houses 


One of the charges freq u ently made hy oppo­ 
nents of the war in Vietnam is that the Saigon 
gov ernment does not represent the choice of the 
people of Sou th Vietnam, dei^ite the fact that 
the election which placed it in power was 
o b ­ 
s erv ed by 22 prominent Americans at the inv i­ 
tation of President Lv mdon Johnson. 
In mak ing these charges, they are echoing 
the claims of the Commu nists who broadcast to

As Diaiey recalled in 19 34, Mick ey Mou se 
was bom on a train ride from New York to Los 
Angeles. “TTie idea completely engu lfed me,” 
the cartoonist wrote. “The wheels tu rned to the 
tu ne of it. ‘Chu g, chu g, mou se, chu g, chu g, 
mou se,’ the train seemed to say . The whistle 
screeched k .

Healthier Economy?

WASHINGTON—One of the lines that has 
been getting Richard Nixon a big hand in his 
campaigning around the country is “Rather 
than more people on welfare rolls, we want 
more people on payrolls.” 
No one can argue with 
this statement — except 
possibly Nixon’s economic 
advisers While the Repub­ 
lican candidate is promis­ 
ing more jobs for the peo­ 
ple, his economic advisers 
keep insisting we’re going 
to have to have a lot more 
unemployment if w e ’r e 
going to prevent inflation 
and a recession. 
I talked to an independent economist the 
other day, Prof. Ulrich Upgraph, who runs 
the nonprofit Economic Health Institute: 
“Professor, Richard Nixon says that we 
have to get people off the welfare rolls and 
onto the payrolls if we want a healthy econo­ 
my. How do you feel about this?” 
“Terrible,” Prof. Upgraph said. “Every­ 
one knows that when you have full employ­ 
ment, you have inflation, which causes a re­ 
cession, which causes more unemployment 
in the end.” 


“THEN WHAT YOU’RE SAYING is you 
need a healthy unemployment rate to have a 
healthy economy.” 
“Of course. Any fool knows thai When the 
unemployment rate goes below 4 per cent, 
then the inflation rate goes up I per cent. 
Tile only way to stop the economy from ov­ 
erheating is to slow it down and the best 
way to slow an economy down is to have 
four or five million people out of work.” 
“That seems bard to believe." 
“Look, stupid, if you have full employ­ 
ment, then you have a shortage of labor, and 
that means labor demands pay rises. This 
causes prices to go up and naturally causes 
inflation." 
“I know I’m dense about economic affairs, 


Professor, but what I don’t understand is 
how you can get people off the welfare rolls 
onto the payrolls if you have to increase the 
rate of unemployment.” 


“YOU RAISE a very interesting question,” 
Upgraph said, “particularly when everyone 
is so mad at so many people being on wel­ 
fare. The answer is that you have to find 
jobs for people and then lay them off so that 
you don’t have a booming economy running 
away from itself. 
My solution is to change the name ‘wel­ 
fare’ to something else like ‘economic health 
insurance.’ Nobody will get angry if some­ 
one else 5s collecting economic health in­ 
surance. It s the word ‘welfare’ that is caus­ 
ing all the trouble.” 
“But ifs still the same thing. Professor.” I 
said. “You have the government paying peo­ 
ple for not working, which gets the people 
who are working and paying taxes very up­ 
set.” 
“Ah. yes. but you must think of this in ag­ 
ricultural terms. We pay farmers not to 
grow crops to keep down the surplus, and no 
one is too upset by that. If we pay people not 
to work to keep down inflation, it will be the 
same thing.” 
“That’s true,” I said, ‘But what are the 
people who aren’t working going to do dur­ 
ing the day with their time?” 


“THAT’S NOT AN ECONOMISTS prob­ 
lem. The sociologists have to wrestle with 
that one. We only deal in statistics.” 
“You make a strong case for unemploy­ 
ment, Professor, and heaven knows we need 
some, if we don't want more unemployment 
later on. But it seems to me that the more 
unemployment you have, the more money 
the government will have to spend to take 
care of the people And the more debt we 
get into, the more unhealthy the economy 
will be.” 
Prof. Upgraph said angrily, “Nobody’s 
perfect ” 


M-I-C-K-E-Y M O U S E 


Rodent To Entertainment Empire 


From tiny celluloid rodents, mighty entertain­ 
ment empires grow. ’Hus was true, at least, in 
the case of the late Walt Disney. Had Disney 
not dreamed up Mickey Mouse, we might never 
have had Snow White, Goofy and Pluto, The 
Wonderful World of Color, Annette Funicello, or 
Disneyland. To say nothing of Mickey Mouse 
watches, 1.032 originals of which are now selling 
for $100 apiece. 
As Disney recalled in 1934, Mickey Mouse 
was born on a train ride from New York to Los 
Angeles. “The idea completely engulfed me,” 
the cartoonist wrote. “The wheels turned to the 
tune of it. ‘Chug, chug, mouse, chug, chug, 
mouse,’ the train seemed to say. The whistle 
screeched it. ‘A m-m-mowa-ouse,’ H wailed.” 
Disney wanted to call his creation Mortimer 
His wife or somebody else — no one knows for 
sure — insisted on Mickey. Furthermore, Dis­ 
ney himself never could draw Mickey Mouse 
The “dream mouse in a pair of red velvet 
pants with two huge pearl buttons” was de­ 
signed and rendered by Ub Iwerks, who re­ 
ceived “drawn by” credits on the first cartoons 
and comic strips. 


NO MATTER. Disney’s genius was more en­ 
trepreneurial than artistic, and Mickey Mouse 
provided the seed money for more ambitious 
projects. Flowers and Trees (1932) used the 
Technicolor process for the first time in the an­ 
imated cartoon field. Snow Field and the Seven 
Dwarfs (1937) was the first full-length animated 
feature. 
A complete listing of other Disney firsts 
would fill a catalogue. And innovation has been 
rewarded by profit. Richard ScWckel, author of 
The Disney Version, notes that in 1966 around 
240 million people throughout the world saw a 
Disney movie, IOO million watched a Disney tel­ 
evision show every week, 800 million read a 
Disney book or magazine, 50 million listened or 
danced to Disney music or records, HOI million 
bought Disney-licensed merchandise, 150 million 
read a Disney comic strip, 80 million saw Dis­ 


ney educational film's at school, in church, on 
the job. “and 6 7 million made the journey to 
that peculiar Mecca in Anaheim, insistently 
knows as Walt Disney’s Magic Kingdom’ in 
. . . press releases and more commonly re­ 
ferred to as Disneyland ” 
Walt Disney Productions reported net income 
of $11.3 million on a gross of $117.5 million in 
1967. I.ee Kirk, treasurer of the company, told 
Editorial Research Reports that this year's 
profit should be “as good or better” than last 
year’s. He added that 1968 has been Disney­ 
land’s “best year ever.” 


WHAT HATH Disney wrought on the national 
psyche? The magnate himself provided one an­ 
swer when he described a Mickey Mouse film 
audience as “parts of people . . . that death­ 
less, ageless, absolutely primitive remnant of 
something in every world-wracked human being 
which makes us play with children’s toys and 
laugh without self-consciousness at silly things 
and sing in bathtubs, and dream and believe 
that our babies are uniquely beautiful. You 
know . . . the Mickey in us. 
Others are not so generous. James A. Miche- 
rer, the novelist, recently wrote that “One of 
the most disastrous cultural influences ever to 
hit America was Walt Disney’s Mickey Mouse, 
that idiot optimist.” 
Schickel says of the Disney empire “As capi­ 
talism, if is a work of genius; as culture, it is 
mostly a horror.”

Reds At Work 


A puzzling indifference prevails in the United 
States today among so-called “intellectual” 
groups toward the plight of peoples who are ei­ 
ther under the despotic control of other govern­ 
ments or threatened with invasion unless they 
do the bidding of a foreign regime. 
Loud cries have been heard in America for 
free speech and freedom of dissent and against 
any Interference with “demonstrations” in be­ 
half of such principles. 
But the tragedy of the invasion of Czechoslo­ 
vakia—perhaps the most flagrant defiance of 
international mortality in many years—has 
awakened no massive manifestations of disap­ 
proval. 


THE SOVIET GOVERNMENT, meanwhile, 
has arrogantly broadened its political doctrine 
and has indicated that communism must be ac­ 
cepted by the countries in Eastern Europe 
along the limes dictated by Moscow or the Sovi­ 
et army will enforce obedience. 
The official newspaper organs in Moscow 
have blatantly declared, moreover, that the 
“doctrine” of communism supersedes all else 
and gives the Soviet government the right to in­ 
tervene in any Communist country which is 
threatened 
by external or 
internal 
forces 
deemed to be “reactionary.” 
This week marks the 50th anniversary of the 
birth of the Republic of Czechoslovakia. Univer­ 
sity students in Prague have wanted to cele­ 
brate it as a pointed reminder of the sacrifices 
made by many Western countries, including the 
United States, in World War I when President 
Wilson won the approval of the world for his 14 
points—among which was the right of every 
people to determine its own form of govern­ 
ment. 
The present Czechoslovakian regime, howev­ 
er, harassed by Moscow, is urging the students 
not to demonstrate lest they offend the Soviets. 
In the face of such ominous circumstances, 
what is the United States doing? There are no 
expressions of disapproval by most of the so­ 
called “liberal” organizations which are waging 
a campaign against America’s role in the Viet­ 
nam War. 
The United States, on the other hand, by its 
military operations in aid of the South Vietnam­ 
ese government, is defending the right of self- 
determination by the peoples of Southeast Asia. 
The American position is consistent with histor­ 
ic principles aimed at aggression and set forth 
in the Southeast Asia Treaty. 
It is surprising, therefore, to find the admin­ 
istration in Washington making only perfuncto­ 
ry statements against the Russian invasion in 
Eastern Europe A few members of Congress 
have spoken out. Among these is Sen. Roman 
L. Hrucska of Nebraska, a Republican, who 
warned against making any “detente” with the 
Soviet government. 
He said the present U S policy of “bridge 
building” with the Communist world by remov­ 
ing trade restrictions and by establishing “cul­ 
tural exchanges” is unwarranted. He called the 
Russian invasion of Czechoslovakia “shocking.” 
Some of the activists inside our own country 
who defined the Soviet attitude claim there is an 
Inconsistency in the American position because 
the United States has intervened in Latin Amer­ 
ica countries—for instance, in the Dominican 
Republic. 
But ever since the Monroe doctrine was pro­ 
claimed in 1923, the warning has been given 
that this country would resist attempts by any 
European government to establish thereafter a 
military base in this hemisphere. 


UNFORTUNATELY, the world has. In recent 
years, witnessed the failure of the Washington 
government to protect the Cuban people against 
a take-over by the Soviets. There is uncertainty 
even today as to what weapons are concealed 
on the island which could be used against cities 
in the United States. 
Experience has shown that, if the free nations 
of the world remain indifferent to military 
threats against the smaller nations, a larger 
conflict inevitably ensues. This Is what led to 
World War I in 1914 and again to World War ll 
in 1939 
Czechoslovakia remains a serious problem, 
the dangers of which are being Intensified bv 
the Soviet government while America’s “liber­ 
al” voices of protest—particularly those of stu­ 
dents and their sympathetic professors on the 
campus—are strangely silent.

Russell E. Temper­ 
ley, was one of those who has 
received letters passed along by 
a Brazilian newsman after a 
visit to a Hanoi prison for 
American fliers.

Vaccine Due 
Too Late To 
Nip Flu Bug 


ATLANTA, Ga. A P)-A vac­ 
cine being developed to combat 
Hong Kong influenza will not be 
ready soon enough to avert an 
international epidemic, says the 
chief of the U.S. Public Health 
Service’s 
Communicable 
Dis­ 
ease Center. 
Dr. 
David J. 
Sencer said 
Wednesday the world may be 
on the threshold of an epidemic 
of the new type of Asian influ 
enza, discovered this summer in 
Hong Kong. 
“Tile doctors say if is mild,” 
he added, “ but those who have 
had it tend to argue.” 
The first case identified out­ 
side of Asia was a traveler who 
came down with the disease in 
Atlanta a few weeks ago, three 
days after a visit to Hong Kong, 
Sencer said. 
He made his remarks in a 
speech to the 17th annual meet­ 
ing of the American Society of 
Tropical Medicine and Hygiene. 
The new strain of Asian in­ 
fluenza broke out in Hong Kong 
in July and has killed 25 people. 
It also has been found in Singa­ 
pore and Formosa. 
The health service advisory 
committee reported in Septem­ 
ber that the Kong Kong strain 
showed marked change from 
previocs strains, and “ increases 
the probability that Asian flu 
will occur extensively in the 
United States in the 1968-69 sea­ 
son.”
